BALANCES II KOST 
CITY DEPARTMENTS 
IT CLOSE IIF YEAR 


! 
While other cilles in this section of 
the state, notably Youngstown 
and 
I'anton, are issuing certificates of in­ 
debtedness and adopting other means 
of taking care of shortages in various 
funds, the local adm inistration 
will 
have balances in all funds at the end 
of the year, according to estim ates 
being made as the time for budget 
making draws near. 
There is at the present time a bal­ 
ance of about $2,800 in the service 
fund, and perhaps half of this will 
still be left when the year's work is 
closed up. 
Small sums will also be 
turned back in the saf©t> and health 
funds; there is a balance, not as yet 
definitely estim ated, in the contingent 
fund, and none has apparently been 
entirely depleted save the park fund, 
which is understood to have been ex- 
haused or practically so. 
Looking 
forward 
to the coming 
year, with the levy materially reduced 
because of the decreased valuation, it 
is evident that budgets will have to 
he closely confined in order to keep 
them under the limit, but no difficulty 
is anticipated in caring for all run­ 
ning expenses. 
The health fund, it is understood, 
will have to bo augmented by the ap­ 
propriation of money, probably about 
$4bi>, from the 
general 
fund. 
In­ 
creases in the salaries of the health 
officer and sanitary policeman have 
increased the expenditures 
of 
the 
board, which has spent almost $1,500 
thus far and will need some $1,800 
next year. 
In the service department 
about 
$14,000 has been spent to date, while 
the estim ate for next year is about 
$17,000, although this is expected to 
be cut a thousand or two in drafting 
the appropriation ordinance. 


ISIS DIVORCE FROM 
MU WHO SEOIE RIG 


Lisbon, Dec. 9.—A cop.v of a divorce 
petition tiled Tifesday in the court of 
Richland county at Mansfield by Mrs. 
Silvia Lodge, of that city, against Le­ 
roy Lodge, whose real name is Ho- ! 
land A. Tarr, was received by Sheriff 
(’rawford this morning. 
The plaintiff states in her petition 
that lor a year prior to the time she 
was married to the defendant he pass­ 
ed under the name of Leroy L odge. 
and that for a year after their mar-j 
riage she was ignorant of his right | 
name. 
They were married at Mansfield on 
July 20, 1912, and for the past five 
months, the petition states, the de­ 
fendant has been neglec tful and has 
failed to provide his wife with the 
common necessaries of 
lite, on 
ac­ 
count 
of 
his 
idle 
and 
dissipated 
habits. 
The defendant in the case lives in 
Weltoville and is now on a suspended 
sentence of from one to 10 years in 
the Mansfield reformatory. 
He is the 
man who on the evening of July 5 
last, during a celebration here, stole 
a rig belonging to the Gaskill livery, 
which he found tied on North Mar­ 
ket street. 
It had been hired to two 
young men from East Palestine. 
Tarr was drunk at the time, and 
during the night drove to Alliance, 
where the rig was later 
recovered, 
after he had tried to 
dispose of it. 
Mrs. T arr charges her husband with 
extrem e cruelty by reason 
of 
this 
trouble, which she states has caused 
her extreme mental pain, mortifica­ 
tion and shame. 
She asks that when 
the case is heard she be divorced and 
given her maiden name, Silvia Reeder.
